the optiuustic chaiaeter of the bulie- 
t:ii& issued b> the phv^ieians in at- 
tendance upon Mayor William J. Uay- 
nor, shot un Tuesdav by J. J. Gailag- 
her. a discharged dock employe, noue 
of them will make auy jx>sitive pre- 
diction either that, he is out of dan- 
ger or that he wttl surely recover. 
The reticent attitude of the attending 
surgeons is worrvmg the mayor's 
friends, who fear that they may 
be 


keeping something back and that the 
condition of the patient is not 
so 


good as the doctors seem to indicate. 
This, however, the doctors deny, and 
sav that thev are "keeping the public 
tullv informed." 


The first, bulletin o£ the day waa 


issued at S o'clock, as follows: 


'•Mayor Ga.vnor's 
temperature is 


100 1-5; pulse, 76; respiration, 17.,-, 
He passed a good night and slept well 
although there were a few wakeful 
intervals, due to neivousness. He la 
now sleeping.

At 9. o'clock Dr. George Stewart,'- 


who had been in attendance on tae 
major during the night, left 
the 


hospital. He said: "1 dressed the 
mayor s wound at 8 o'clock. It look- 
ed healthy and there was no 
tion of infection. 
The *-°-'T 


cerses cheerfully and the 
encouraging." 


Mrs. Gaynor was with her husband 


while the wound was being dressed, 
he having asked for her when 
he 


awakened. Following the dressing of 
the wound, nourishment was admin- 
istered, the patient being allowed a 
bowl of chicken broth, a soft boiled 
egg and a cup of coffee. 


The question of food has been 
a 


difficult one for the doctors. They 
have opposed giving much nourish- 
ment, but have found that their judg- 
ment clashed with the mayor's be- 
liefs. 
He constantly insists that he 


has been accustomed to eating hear- 
tily and that if he is not given food 
enough he will become so weak that 
m case of a relapse or an operation 
becoming necessarv. he would not be 
strong enough to recover.
